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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The 35 USC 1 12 rejections are overcome by applicant's response. Claims previously 
listed as 19,20 were incorrectly listed and should have been 9, 18, both now canceled. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 33, 41, 43-46, 17, 19, 20, 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Takamura in view of the prior art as admitted by applicant. 

Takamura has housing 1, locking member 31, engaging member 33, axes 37, 53, and 
biasing member 39. 

Applicant admits on pagel of the specification that engaging and locking members in the 
prior art each have a plurality of teeth. As a result, it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill to provide in Takamura a plurality of teeth as admitted by applicant in order to 
ensure the requisite engagement with the teeth securing members 31/33 in engagement in 
combination with spring 39, such engagement being more secure and precluding any sliding 
action between locking and engaging member. 

As to claim 41, Takamura shows both seat bottom and back. The moments urge locking 
member 3 1 clockwise and engaging member counterclockwise. 
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As to claim 43, asymmetrical teeth are common knowledge in the art, obvious to use to 
insure the requisite engagement.

As to claims 45-46, the spring is a coil spring 39 attached to lever portion 57 and locking 
member 3 1 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 30-32, 3, 5, 6, 35-40 are allowed. 

5. Claims 34, 42 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The latch of Takamura in having engagement within base portion 35 precludes the claimed 
ratcheting engagement as only one position is seen to be possible. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments filed 7/15/2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive.
